WHEREVER Jewish philanthropic activi- 
ties are known, the initials F.J.R.O. win 
instant recognition as betokening the Federa- 
tion of Jewish Relief Organisations. In the 
special supplement published with this week’s 
issue will be found a number of authoritative 


articles regarding the work undertaken by 
the Federation during its 35 years of exis- - 


tence. Dr. J. M. MacHover, the. present 
Chairman and one of the founders, gives a 
comprehensive survey of what has been 
accomplished since its establishment in 1919. 
The parent body was the Federation of 
Ukraiman Jews tn this country, which was 
originally founded to bring relief to the 
victims of the pogroms in. the Ukraine, but 


later came to the aid of sufferers wherever 


persecution arose. Mr. JosepH LEFTWICH, 
the Director, describes how the immigrants 
here from Eastern Europe themselves took 
the lead in organising help and rescue ser- 
vices for their distressed brethren on the 
Continent. <A distinguishing feature of the 
organisation's many-sided activities has 
always been the flexibility with which its 
relief work has been adapted.

OGROMS were not new for 
Russian Jews. But the 
Ukrainian massacres of 1917- 

20 were new. in character and 


size. Pogroms under the Tsar were. 


they were 
the world 


sporadic and, though 
terrible, like Kuishinev, 


-felt they were part of the fate of 


Jews in “ Darkest Russia.” 

What happened from 1917 in the 
Ukraine involved vastly more Jews 
and, because the Ukraine was cut off 
from the world by the blockade of 
the Soviets, the facts were not known. 
Information reached the world slowly. 
Even Jews could not for a long time 
believe these horrors. They 
probably the most ghastly massacres 
of Jews in history before the Hitler 
régime. Not till. 1919.were the first 
facts ‘known. outside Russia: Over 
140,000. Jews. were killed. 180.000 
and there were 300,000 
homeless children.. 110,000° orphaned 
by the pogroms. . . The roads ‘were 
jammed with thousands of starving, 
homeless. men, women, and. children. 


Organising Relief 


As soon as it. was possible, the 
Ukrainian Jewish communities and 
representative bodies sent delegates 


abroad to acquaint the world with the 
terrible story. and to organise relief. 

Among the delegations was a group 
of Zionist and communal leaders from 
Kiev’ and Odessa. Dr. V.  Tiomkin, 
Dr. -Z. Tiomkin, Advocate: Trivus, Dr. 
M. Meier Grossman, 
and myself. The first three. settled 
in Paris, the ‘other. three in. London. 
| stil. have -the official document 
which appointed us in January, 1920, 
as the representatives of. the Jewish 
National Secretariat: in- the Ukraine. 
| am down as Acting-President of the 
Jewish community of ‘Kiev, and. Vice-

1952, when I was privileged to 
review the first English edition of this 
book. |. called it “a symbol of the 
unconquerable human spirit.” Perhaps 
this is. why its appeal has since proved 
to be universal, It has sold: nearly 
six hundred thousand copies in eleven 
languages, and two more translations 
are soon to appear. Mrs. Roosevelt 
has said that © reading | it is.a rich and 
rewarding experience. 

Anne Frank compiled her diary 
during the two war-time years. that 
she and her family spent in hiding in 
concealed apartment in 
Amsterdam. In 1944 the Franks were 
hetraved to the Germans, and all of 
them except Anne's father perished in 
Belsen. One would expect the record 
of such an appalling experience to be 
a harrowing. morbid account, filled

MANCHESTER 

The rearming of Germany

The Shoe and Leather Fair, held 
last week at Olympia, was just a little 
disappointing. One. received the 
impression that all shoes manufactured 
in. England are cheap—and some 
shoddy.

Jewish Cookery 


By FLORENCE GREENBERG 
GREEN TOMATOES 


Here are some suggestions for using 
homegrown green tomatoes. The smallest 
can be used in pickles.and chutneys ; they 
are good grilled or fried; can be baked 
round a joint or added to siews or braised 
dishes. They make a very good sauce for 
fish or vegetables and can be used in the 
sweet course.
